If the above answer is no, would 
a carefully fitted loading block, either 
welded, soldered or glued to the action 
in the magazine cut, make the 700 action 
comparable in stiffness to the 40XBR, 
especially if the action is glued in?

My experience so far indicates that the 
small primer will ignite the 6-250 ade- 
quately. Whether or not it will improve 
accuracy has to be determined by lots of 
accuracy shooting. My opinion is that it 
will improve accuracy. 

The 40X action is primarily a 700 ac- 
tion. Stiffness of the 700 action will never 
quite equal the 40X except by welding. 
Welding is not recommended. It could 
be that the 700 would have adequate 
stiffness when glued in. | know of no one 
who has tried this.

The marksman who becomes deeply 
involved in handloading and benchrest 
accuracy soon finds a need for instru- 
ments that measure with great accuracy. 
These include micrometers, verniers and 
dial indicators. There are all kinds of 
these instruments on the market. The in- 
experienced can spend a lot of money 
and end up with less, or more, than is 
needed. 

The most widely used device is the 
micrometer. Enter any machine shop

repair. He can read it with great ac- 
curacy and knows it like his best friend. 
Micrometers are made by a number of 
companies. They come in a wide price 
range. A good one costs about $25.00. 
This is the top quality range. 

In my view, the handloader and 
benchrester is foolish to buy a one thou- 
sandths mike, for sooner or later he will 
want to get down to ten thousandths, 
which will mean another mike. If good 
match jacketed bullets are to be made 
with the dies which are now available 
the ten’s mike is mandatory. While on 
the subject, let it be understood that to 
measure to the one ten thousandths 
(.0001’’), even with the very best

micrometer, is a matter of great skill and 
experience. There is a lot of talk about 
tenths. Measuring it is quite something 
else. 

The best suggestion would be to buy a 
quality mike and use it. Practice is the 
answer. Selection of a carbide faced 
mike, which offers long wearing sur- 
faces, might be considered. Keep in 
mind that carbide is hard and brittle and 
can be chipped. The idea is to hold wear 
of the measuring surfaces to a minimum. 
Quality mikes have the ability to remove 
any error that might show up through 
wear by a simple adjustment. Wear is 
minor. | have a one inch mike which | 
have used, and my father before me, for 
some 50 years and have yet to adjust it to 
rezero. 

Micrometers for special purposes are 
also available. The ball mike is almost a 
requirement for bullet making, if you 
desire to be selective in jacket sorting. 
The ball mike should also be a ten thou- 
sandths model. A one thousandths mike 
is useless for jacket selection. The cost 
of a ten thousandth mike, by the way, is 
only a few dollars over the one thou- 
sandths. The ball mike has other uses. 
For example, checking neck thickness 
and uniformity.

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Probably the most widely used instru- 
ment for precision measuring after the 
mike is the vernier caliper. The old type 
took some practice to use; primarily in 
learning how to read it. About two 
decades ago along came the dial type of 
vernier which is just great. The coarse 
reading is read on the main frame in 
.100’’ graduations and the dial in thou- 
sandths. These instruments measure 
outside, inside and depth. It’s a snap 
after some practice. Good ones start at 
about thirty bucks. They come with total 
scales of four, six and eight inches. 

The last mike type to cover is the 
depth mike. This is seldom needed by 
the handloader but is mighty important 
in lathe work. Gunsmiths and machinists 
put them to good use. They come in one 
and ten thousandths. There are also 
mikes called inside mikes but they are 
not required for good handload compo- 
nent selection. 


Two inch ten thousandths 1/4” travel dial in- 
dicator, one inch ten thousandths .050” travel 
dial indicator, four inch one thousandths dial 
vernier. 


The dial indicator is another gage that 
the precision handloader will find useful. 
A machinist or gunsmith finds this in- 
strument to be absolutely required for 
lathe setup and checking. They come in 
as many shapes and sizes as girls. There 
are several factors that control the cost 
of a dial indicator. In addition to overall 
quality, the size of the dial, the total 
travel of the plunger and the degree of 
measurement all enter the picture. Dial 
size is of some importance relative to 
ease of reading. They come in sizes 
ranging from one to two inches. An in- 
dicator that has a travel of .250” costs 
more than one that has a travel of .050”’. 
And one that measures in ten thou- 
sandths costs more than one that 
measures in thousandths. 

This instrument is used on cartridge 
concentricity gages, bullet spinners and 
neck thickness gages. Normally, if you 
buy the gage for a particular check, the 
indicator will have the required degree 
of reading necessary for the effective 
use of the jig. For example, the B-Square 
primer seater and pocket gage uses a 
one thousandths indicator while the 
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bullet spinner jig will have the required 
ten thousandths gage. 

Brand names are important when buy- 
ing any of the above instruments. 

Some of the names to look for are 
Brown and Sharpe, Starrett, Mitutoyo, 
General, Ames and Standard. If in doubt 
as to name, price and selection in 
general, ask your gunsmith or a qualified 
machinist to help you in your selection. 
Cheap is not the route to take. Once in 
hand, read the instructions that will 
come with the instrument and then prac- 
tice. 


In my view, the micrometer is the most 
useful and the hardest to use properly. 
This is due to finger pressure being in- 
volved in the operation. A ‘“‘feel’’ has to 
be developed, each mike seemingly hav- 
ing it’s own. 

Once developed, you are able to 
measure a bullet’s real diameter. Is that 
6mm bullet .2430” or .2433’’2 Which 
shoot best in your rifle? Now you really 
are in a position to be selective in all 
components. That makes possible the 
very best performance for any rifle you 
have.

MAKING A PPC 
AMMO BOX 


With the popularity of the PPC 
cartridge benchrest shooters have been 
looking for a simple way to carry am- 
munition without fuss or worry. 

Many shooters have made wooden 
boxes, drilled plastic blocks or sewn 
cloth bags to carry their rounds. Current 
boxes have been modified in all sorts of 
interesting ways to make the carrying of 
PPC ammo convenient. 

My concern for this matter prompted 
me to get in touch with Bill Mennenan of 
MTM for a solution. Long known for his 
fine ammo boxes Bill was sure to have 
the answer. He did! 

To make storage for the PPC all you 
need is a Case Gard 50 box for Small Ri- 
fle cases and a Large Pistol box, number 


Case Gard 50 box £E50-45 box 


E50-45. This square holed box is for the 
44 to 45 caliber cartridge and comes 
with a separate lid. 

Making the PPC box involves slipping 
the Model E50 box into the Case Gard 
50. This is no simple chore for the fit is a 
very secure one. | found that warming 
the two parts made for a better fit. Still a 
lot of pressure is needed to seat the 
small box inside the shell. 


Insert the E50 into the Case Gard box with 
cardboard fillers as needed to bring the in- 
sert to the proper level. 


It is suggested that the inside box be 
elevated by the insertion of several 
layers of cardboard. This makes the PPC 
rounds less prone to fall out of the holes 
when the outside box is inverted. 

We found that this approach to the 


carrying of the PPC ammo was quite 
secure and allowed for 50 rounds to be 
handled where we were using 20 round 
boxes previously.
